The Rev. A. W. R. Whiteman, 
B.A., B.D., sixty-one years of age, 
pastor of St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
church, Macleod, died Sunday eve- 
ning about nine o'clock at the manse, 
Mr. Whiteman’s first sickness occur- 
red about the middle of January, 
when he was confined to his home 
for six weeks. Later, being partially 
restored to health, he occupied the 
pulpit the first two Sundays in 
March, and also went to Calgary to 
attend the meeting of Presbytery 
during the second week of March, 
His wonderful spirit and determina- 
tion to fight off his weakness en-

Inducted Sept. 18 


Mr. Whiteman was inducted into 
the pastorate of St. Andrew's on 
September 18 last year, and during 
the few months he has been pastor 
he endeared himself to every mem- 
ber and adherent of the congrega- 
tion; and also to a great many others 
in Macleod not connected with his 
own congregation, His bright spirit 
and Christian, gentlemanly manners 
won him the respect and esteem of 
all he came in contact with. He 
gathered around him in the church a 
large band of young men and young 
women, whom he organized into a 
young people’s society, and during 
his illness his thoughts were of them 
and planning for their welfare dur. 
ing this year. 

His sudden removal is a great 
blow to St. Andrew’s, as the congre- 
gation has increased in every de- 
partment under his ministry. Mr. 
Whiteman’s career in the West has 
been one of great success in all the 
spheres in which he has labored, He 
came west from Ontario in the 
spring of 1904 and was one of the 
pioneer missionaries of the west. He 
first spent two years at the British 
Columbia coast in mission work, then 
came to Alberta, first to Cardston 
for five and a half years, where he 
organized the Presbyterian church 
in several places in the south. He 
then went to Cochrane for two years, 
afterwards spending a year with 
Robertson College, Edmonton. He 
then went to Knox church, Calgary 
where he acted as financial secretary 
and assistant-minister for over nine 
years. Last year in January he went 
to Lethbridge, after the vote on the 
church union question, and there he 
was most successful in organizing 
the St. Andrew’s congregation from 
those in Knox church who voted 
against union. Then in Séptember 
he was called to and inducted into 
St. Andrew's, Macleod. 

The late Mr. Whiteman was born 
in Teeswater, Ont., and was educated 
in the schools of Ontario, graduating 
from Queen’s University, afterward 
taking post-graduate work at Bel- 
fast and Edinburgh Universities. 


from the latter receiving his degree 
of Bachelor of Divinity. 


He is survived by his widow and 
a daughter, Miss Dorothy Whiteman, 
dispenser and analyst at the Cal- 
gary General Hospital. 
| The funeral took place on Tues- 
i day, Anv:! ith, at 2 p’elock. A shori 
service was firet held at the Manse 
. d intimate friends. 
The funeral service was afterwards 
held in the church which was crowd- 
ed with a large and sympathetic 
audience representative of all 
denominations in Macleod. Quite a 
number of friends of Mr. White- 
man’s from St. Andrew’s Church, 
Lethbridge, were present to mingle 
their sympathy with that of the 
Macleod congregation, and also to 
show their appreciation of the work 
of Mr. Whiteman in organizing the 
Lethbridge congregation after the 
disunion last year. 

The Rev. Dr. M. White, of Cal- 
gary, an old friend of the family, 
conducted the service at the church 
and the cemetery. He was assisted 
by the Rev. W. E. Kelly, St. 
Andrew's Church, Lethbridge, and 
the Rev. A. O. Thompson of Granum 
and Jumbo Valley, who represented 
the Presbytery of Calgary. Dr. 
White in his address spoke of Mr. 
Whiteman as a man of deep convic- 
tions, a true and loyal minister of 
the Presbyterian Church in all her 
trials of the past few years. Faith- 
fulness as a pastor charactized his 
long ministry, even though his lot 
was cast in many hard and difficult 
places. He had a strong and robust 
constitution, had been blessed with 
wonderful health all through his 
life, it being said that he never 
missed a single Sunday service until 
his last and final illness, The Doctor 
also spoke of his faithful and devot- 
ed work as a member of the Pres- 
bytery, having been appointed Clerk 
of the Calgary Presbytery when it 
was organized last year. Of Mr. 
Whiteman’s work in Macleod during 
his short pastorate, the Doctor 
spoke in eulogistic terms, of how his 
whole soul was in the work, not 
sparing himself, and how he had 
gathered around him in the church 
a large number of young people. In 
closing Dr. White said he brought a 
message of sympathy from the 
Presbytery of Calgary to the widow 
and daughter, and to the congrega- 


tion of Macleod in their sad 
bereavement and great loss, The

DEATH OF BERNET LEWIS 

WALTERS 


The death occurred Wednesday | 
April 14th, of Bernet Lewis Walters 
at the Macleod Hospital. The de-! 
ceased was one of the first old| 
timers in Macleod, coming up from} 
the States about fifty years ago. For 
many years in the early days he 
drove a bull team between Fort 
Benton and Macleod, and was looked 
upon as one of the best skinners in 
the country at the time. He then 
spent several years at the Cochrane 
Ranch, after which he was employed 
by George Pearson on the old Oxley 
Ranch. At both these places he 
acted as cook for the camps, and it 
is stated that he was a most pro- 
ficient chef. Mr. Walters was one of 
the best known characters in the 
west, and he was a_ veritable 
encyclopedia of early history of 
western Canada. So far as can be 
learned he has no relatives in Can- 
ada, but it is believed that he has a 
sister in Wisconsin, where he was 
born eighty years ago. He has been 
a resident of Macleod for - many 
years, and only a few years ago he 
bought a small property opposite 
the court house. He took great de- 
light in fixing and altering the little 
house, until he had made it a bower 
of comfort and convenience. It was 
when engaged in one of these jobs 
a few days ago, a splinter entered 
his hand, which developed blood 
poison which proved fatal in spite 
of the best medical aid, but like 
many others he thought it was only 
a simple splinter and did not con- 
sult the doctor until it was too late. 
Mr. Walters was of a very bright 
and genial disposition, always a 
cheery word and smile when you 
met him on the street, his alertness 
and activity for a man of his years 
vas often remarked upon by every- 
one who came in contact with him.

CHINESE PRESIDENT IS 
DEPOSED 


Pekin, April 10.—President Tuan 
Chi-Jui was deposed today in a 
coup d'etat, which had as its basis 
the calling of General Wu Pei Fu, 
the Chihli war lord, by the leaders 
of the natioral army “to restore the 
political situation” in Pekin. 

The chief executive was placed 
under restraint as a consequence of 
an agreement between General Wu

Former President Tsao-Kun has 
been released from imprisonment, 

A circumstance which may have 
been contributory to the peaceful 
disarming of the bodyguard, the 
main reliance of the president, is 
the fact that a helf million taels re- 
cently provided by action of the 
diplomatic body for payment of the 
guard and police, was not dis- 
tributed, but alleged was retained

by the executive. 
The bodyguard apparently tamely 
submitted to removal to other 


quarters in the southern part of the 
imperial city where they enrolled in 
the national army.

Berlin, April 12.—Cancer is not 
contagious when brought in contact 
with a healthy human body, in the 
opinion of Dr. Hans Kurtzahn, of the 
surgical clinic of Koenigsburg Uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Kurtzahn has astonished a 
convention of German surgeons now 
in session here by reporting that he 
had experimented on himself, trans- 
ferring a patch of cancerous growth 
from a patient’s pectoral gland to 
| his own thigh. The cancer cells, he

China's claims to racial greatness 
her whole civilization in fact, is} 
based on her literature. But so| 
difficult is the mastery of this 
literture that Chinese education has 
concerned itself almost entirely with 
language study to the exculsion of 
more practical subjects. The 
Chinese classics, with their com- 
plexities, have crowded out the 
studies that would have given China 
the progressive viewpoint of the 
twentieth century .

Chinese psychology.

Reid, declaring that the taxation of 
minerals belonged in the provincial 


| rather than the municipal field and | 


that an any event, municipalities, if 
permitted to tax minerals at all, 
should not be able to do so without | 
restriction, proposed as an amend- 
ment, “That the total assessment to 
be applied to minerals shall not ex- 
ceed fifty dollars per acre.” 

This limitation, Mr. Reid pointed 
out, was about double that of any 
land assessment in the province. _ 

Fred White, Labor, Calgary, 
raised the objection that there 
should not be any arbitrary limita- 
tion to such assessment, and Sam 
Brown, U.F.A., High River, pointed 
out that this was the only way in 
which the municipalities could get 
revenue from oil or other develop- 
ment, with which to take care of 
road and other problems arising 
from such development. 

Mr. White suggested further that 
the matter could more properly be 
taken care of in the regulations to 
the new oil and gas bill, and Mr. 
Reid agreed to withdraw the amend- 
ment. 


SIX KILLED IN RIOTS AT 
HERRIN, ILLINOIS 


Herrin, lls, April 14.—Herrin! 
was again under military control to- 
day as official machinery was put in 
this city’s 
latest renewal of Klan and anti- 
Klan factional strife, which yester- 
day at the municipal election here 
resulted in the death of six and the 
injury of more than six persons. 
Eighty-four guardsmen form Car- 
bondale and Cairo were patrolling 
the streets. 

In previous factional rioting here. 
14 persons were slain. In 1922 
twenty-two miners were killed in a 
clash of union and non-union work- 
ers. 

Military in Charge 

The bodies of the six men killed 
yesterday lie in undertaking parlors 
here today and an inquest was ex- 


| pected to be held this morning. Cor- 


oner George: Bell of Marion, arrived 
last might and With State's Actorney | 
A. Boswell, conferred with Lieut-Col. | 
Davis, in charge of the situation and 
John Ford, only known eye-witness 
to the shootings from whom they ob- 
tained a resume of the day’s disor- 
ders. | 

The shootings are believed to have 
been incited as a result of an episode 
Tuesday morning when John Smith 
e proprietor and Klan leader 
was accosted by a man later identi- 
fied as Blackie Arms. The men talk- 
ed for a few moments and Arms 
searched Smith, taking two guns 
from his pockets. He then took a 
gun from his own pocket and struck 
Smith across the face, the latter 
said. 

Smith declared that he then ran 
into his garage close by, followed 


closely by his brother-in-law Eugene = 


Vincent, and two other men who had 
not been identified, Then the shoot- | 
ing began. 

500 Shots Fired 

More than five hundred shots were 
fired from both within and outside 
the garage, it is reported and scores 
of cars, passing the garage slowed 
up as they passed to fire shots into 
the structure. Machine guns were | 
also brought into play. The shoot- 
ing finally subsided and the men 
emerged from the garage. Smith was 
the only person injured, not serious- 
ly, however, 

Later in the afternoon, Smith and 
ten other Klansmen were conversing | 
on the street when several cars load- 
ed with men drew up. One man got 
out and started to search them 
After the search, all of the men 
emerged from the cars and began 
firing at those standing on the 
sidewalk. | 

The Klansmen returned the, fire 
and soon five of the men had been 
fatally injured and a sixth killed. 

Secrecy enshrouds the entire af 
fair. Only one arrest was* made 
that of “Blackie” Arms, but he was 
released after identifying himself 
as a deputy sheriff.
